Hakibbutz Hameuhad, it had 
been argued, is a way of life; 
you may live in a kibbutz 
end like it, but you may 
belong to whatever poli- 
tical party you choose: 
Mapai, Ahdut HMa’avoda, or 
be an independent. It was 4 
pretty formula, put that way, 
but it failed to work after 
Ahdut Ha’avodah merged with 
Hashomer Hatzair into Ma- 
pam, and Hakibbutz Hameu- 
had split. 


Mapam 

The contention that Hakib- 
butz Hameuhad is “the way 
of life” with no Qparing on 
the political affiliation of its 
members is still] maintained 
by these Mapam members, 
who call the Mapai “dissid- 
ents.” But in practice, the un- 
written law of the kibbutz — 
that only persons of the 
same social and . political 
outicook should live in one 
village — prevailed and the 
minority in each settlement 
had to go. It was a hard blow 
to the leaders of the Ahdut 
Ha'avoda faction. when it 
was learned that Mapam was 
in minority in Em UHarod 
which had been considered 
the stronghold of the move. 
ment. And so the “battle of 
Ein Harod” started. 


For the man on the spot, 
it is mainly a family row. It 
is a quarrel not dissimilar to 
the exchange of words be 
tween rman and wife—quar- 
rels which they first 
hide from the outsider, 
later burst in exasperation in- 
to the divorce court repre- 
sented. in this care, by the 
Settlements Department of the 
Agricultural Workers’ Union 

Installations Divided 

The repercussions of the 
case are complicated and dif- 
ficult for an outsider to follow. 
In the first place, there was 
a struggle to establish numer- 
ical preponderance. There 
are known to be dbout 600 
full fledged members of the 
settlement, that is, persons

who are éligible for the local 
administrative bodies, but as 
there were no general elec- 
tions for more than a year 
the exact political balance 
is not known.

A Mapam kitchen was 
installed in 
of a steam boiler shed, 
the food is carried to the 
common dining room on 4a 
tractor. Mapam cooks re- 
quested half of the daily ra- 
tions but refused to submit 
a list of their diners. 


Personal relations worsen- 
ed gradually, and no inhabit- 
ant of Ein Harod would greet 
his comrade if he belonged 
to the opposite camp. Cinema 
performances are held in the 
dining room separately for 
Mapai and Mapam audiences 

The split is a most dificult 
task in a kibbutz, where life 
is based on limitless personal 
trust between friends and 
co-workers. In Ein. .Harod, 
that trust was cultivated for 
three decades. 


The kibbutz still has a cor.- 
mon treasury, and the respec- 
tive Mapai and Mapam secre- 
tariats still meet to thrash out 
every-day problems. The men 
and women who run the farm 
are still the same people. 


Sed Old Times 


The old-timers will have 
none of the fight. They look 
dowrt at the valley in which 
they have spent 30 years and 
they say to each other “Better 
to leave it and to start enew. 
We might do better now.” To 
live in constant strife with 
comrades is unbearable—but 
the old-timers are a minority 
therr.selves The younger, 
rnore energetic members, on 
both sides, are less senti- 
mental and less loyal to the 
past, and they would fight i: 
out for the sake of vital pre- 
sent-day ideals. 


But it is wrong to consider 
Ein Harod as the background 
for a “family quarrel.” 
is a test case—and.a serious 
one. What happens in the 
laboratory of this kibbutz may 
reverberate throughout the 
land, if political affiliations are 
permitted to govern attach- 
ment to the common ideal of 
one purpose and one destiny
